Read :-G . P. CP . (B ) 2-22851 /54 / CS dated 21-10-1954 

ORDER No. CP (B) 2-22851/54 / CS. dated 18-4-1955. 
Government sanction the following revised rules for the issue of loans for 
industrial and agricultural purposes from the Community Projects and the Kuttanad 
Development Block . The amount to be disbursed (including crop loans) will be 
limited to the overall provisions approved by Government for the Projects and the 
Block . 

A. Industrial Loans, 
1. Loans will be issued to individuals, Co-operative Societies and Panchayats 
in the Community Projects and Kuttanad Development Block for Industrial purposes 
against adequate securities. 

2. The loans will be issued in cash . The amount of loan ordinarily payable 
will be as follows: 

(a) Individuals - upto Rs. 25,000 in each case. 

(5) Co-operative Societies - Amount to be decided on the recommendation 
of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies in each case. 

(c) Panchayats- upto Rs. 25,000 in each case. 

Applications for loans exceeding the above limits will be considered on the 
merits of each case and sanctioned by Government 

3. Application for the loan should be made in the prescribed form . The 
Project Executive Officers and Block Development Officersshall stock the necessary 
forms for sale to intending applicants. 

4. The application should be presented to the Project Executive Officer/Block 
Development Officer in forms duly filled up and accompanied by a valuation certi 
ficate from the local Tahsildar in respect of the property offered as security for the 
loan , together with a non -encumbrance certificate from the local Sub-Registry 
Office. Where large buildings, plant and machinery are offered as security, the 
valuation statement must be obtained from competent P.W.D.Officers . 

5. The loan will bear interest at s per cent per annum from the date of issue . 
To encourage prompt repayments, a rebate of 1/2 per cent. per annum will be 
allowed to those who make repayments on or before the due date . Co-operative 
Societies shall issue loans to its members from the loans sanctioned to them on the 
same principle as in the case of loans to the Societies themselves . They shall not, 
however , charge interest at a rate higher than 6 per cent, per annum . 
6. Security 

(6) Individuals. Land, buildings or machinery valued at double the amount 
of the loan will be insisted on . The loanswill be the first charge on the securities. 
where buildings are offered as security , its value will be assessed on the basis of a 
valuation made by the local Tahsildar, where the estimated cost does not exceed 
Rs. 5.000; in all other cases a certificate from the P. W. D. Authorities will be 
insisted on . 
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(b) Co-operative Societies. Societies will be eligible for loans equal to the 
value of their assets subject to the limit of their borrowing power as specified in 
their bye-laws. Assets for this purpose will mean " total existing assets together 
with the assets that may be acquired with the loan funds minus outstanding 
iabilities " . 

The loan will be the first charge on the assets. The applications should be 
accompanied by a certificate from the local Deputy Registrar of Co -operative 
Societies or the Registrar of Co-operative Societies indicating the Societies assets, 
solvency and repaying capacity . 

(c) Panchayats. The same general rules as for the grant of loans to Co. 
operative Societies will apply to the case of loans to Panchayats, subject to changes 
s may be found necessary and prior sanction of the Director of Panchayats, 

7. The Project Executive Officer and Block Development Officer concerned 
will get the applications scrutinised by the technical Officers in the Project/Block 
about its adequacy. 
and should personally inspect the properties offered as security to satisfy himself 

8. (a) The Project Executive Officers are empowered to sanction loans upto 
Rs. 2,000 in each case and the Block Development Officer, Kuttanad upto Rs. 1,000 
in each case. 

(6) Applications for loans above the limits specified in sub-paragraph (a) above 
will be forwarded by the Officers concerned to the Development Commissioner.

The amounts on account of repayments 
will be remitted into treasuries on separate chalans for principaland interest counter 
signed by the Project Executive Officers /Block Development Officer . The re 
payment of the instalments should commence on a day not later than one year from 
the date of disbursement of the loan , or in cases where the loan amount is disbursed 
in instalments, 1 year from the date of disbursementof the first instalment, the entire 
repayments being completed within ten years from the date of disbursement of the 
full amount or the ist instalment of the loan . Payment of the first instalment 
will commence on completion of the quarter, half year or full year as stipulated 
the bond.

(b) The AdditionalDevelopment Commissionerwill be competent to sanction 
loans upto Rs. 5,000 on the recommendation of the Committee. 

( ) Applications for loans exceeding the above amounts will be considered 
by the Government on therecommendationsmade by the Development Commissioner 
on the advice of the Committee. 

24. The loances shall be required to execute Bonds which may be had from 
the Block Development Officers. Bonds in respect of loans where inmovable 
property has been offered and accepted as security will be got registered in all cases 
Where the value of such property exceeds Rs. 100. The value of stamp paper 
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required, thecharges for registration of the bond, the fee for legal scrutiny of the 
records and title deeds, and other incidental charges, will be met by the loances, 
The ratesof feefor legal scruting willbe as laid down in G.P. CP (G) 2-21850 /s4/cs. 
dated 29-10-1954. 

25. After the party has exccuted the necessary bond, the loan amount will 
be drawn on a simple receipt passed for payment by the authority competent to 
sanction the loan . The amount will be drawn from the treasury by debit to D. II . 
" R. Loans and Advances by State Governments (1) d.3-Advances under Community 
Project Scheme" . In cases where loans are sanctioned by the Government, the 
Comptroller will issue necessary instructions to the treasury ollicers for effecting 
payment as contemplated in Article 58s of the Travancore l inancial and Account 
Code. 

26. Loan amounts will be repaid within a period not exceeding 6 years in 
instalments as is specifically agreed to in the bond. Arrangements will be made 
by the Block Development Officer for the prompt recovery of the principal and 
interest. The amounts on account of repayments will be remitted into treasuries 
on separate chalans for principal and interest countersigned by the Block Develop 
ment Officer or by any other officer authorised by him . The repayment of instal 
ment should commence on a day not later than one year from the date of disbursc . 
ment of the loan or in cases where the loan amount is disbursed in instalments, 
1 year from the date of the disbursement of the first instalment , the entire repay 
ments being completed within 6 years from the date of disbursement of the full 
amount or the first instalment of the loin . Payment of the first instalment 
will commence on completion of the quarter, half year or full year as stipulated 
in the bond. Exceptional Cases requiring extension of time limit for any instalemat 
will be reported to the Development Commissioner for disposal. In the case of 
joans sanctioned by Government, applications for extension of time will be con. 
sidered by Government. 

27. The Block Development Officers will be responsible for the proper 
maintenance of accounts in respect of the loans, and for submission of monthly 
D. C. B. to the Finance Department and the Development Commissioner. They 
will also be responsible for the prompt recovery of the loans during the Block period . 
The Additional Development Commissioner should conduct quarterly reviews of 
the D. C. B. of the loans and submit copies of his reviews to Government. 

28. The agency which will take necessary steps in this behalf after the close 
of the block period will be decided in due course .

Tribunal, Ernakulam the dispute was again referred by Govern 
ment in their Order L7-8204/54/DD . dated 4-10-1954 to the 
Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum . The Motor and Engineering 
Workers Union filed the statement on 11-11-1954 and the 
Manager, Pioneer Lorry Service filed reply statement on 
3-1-1955. The issues to be decided are: 
1. Should the existing wage rates of the workers be 

revised ? If so , to what extent ? 
2. Are the workers entitled to any bonus for the year 

1952-53 ? If so , at what rate ? 
When the dispute stood posted for evidence on 15-3-1955, 
the parties filed a joint petition stating that the Union did not 
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press the first issue as they have settled the matter outside the 
court. Regarding issue No. 2 it is also stated that the Union 
did not press the mater on the management s assurance that 
the question of bonus would be favourably considered in subse 
quent years when occasion arises. In view of this petition 
signed by the Manager of the Pioneer Lorry Service and 
President of the Union I hold that there is no subsisting dis 
pute between the parties .

AWARD 
The industrial dispute between the above parties was 
referred by Government in their Order L4-14346 /53 DD . dated 
12-10-1953 to the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam and it was 
registered as Adjudication No. 49 of 1953. On the abolition 
of Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam it was again referred to 
Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum by Government Order 
L7-8204|54|DD. dated 4-10-1954. The President of the Alwaye 
Textile Workers Union filed the statement on 13-3-1954, the 
General Secretary of the Asok Textiles Workers Congress filed 
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their statement on 2-11-1953 and the Management of the Asok 
Textiles Ltd., filed two statements on 21-11-1953 as well as 
on 13-4-1954. The Management examined one witness as EW1 
and filed Ex. I and the Alwaye Textiles Workers Union 
examined one witness as WW1. The issues to be decided are : - 
1. Whether the workers are entitled to any bonus for 

1952 and if so , to what extent ? 
2. Whether the present production bonus should be en 

hanced and if so , to what extent ? 
3. Whether the Dearness Allowance should be enhanced 

and if so , to what extent ? 
4. Whether any sick leave and festival holidays should 

be allowed to the workers and if so , to what extent ? 
5. Whether the canteen should provide meals to the 

workers ? 
6. Whether an air conditioning plant should be installed 

in the factory ? 
7. Whether housing facilities should be provided to the 

workers ? 


It is surprising to note that even though the dispute was 
posted for evidence on 29-6-1954 it was finally argued on 
15-3-1955 only and it is seen from records that the workers 
were mainly responsible for this inordinate delay in the dis 
posal of the dispute. It is also seen from the records that 
twice the workers went on strike during the pendency of 
adjudication. It is really regretful to see that the workers 
struck work for the second time from 12th November 1954 and 
it was in continuance for about 2 months. At a time when the 
Nation is concentrating on as much production as possible it is 
really unpatriotic on the part of the workers that they had 
launched strikes which were prima facie illegal. After hearing 
the arguments of the Advocates, it strikes me that those who 
took a lenient attitude towards the unpatriotic action in starting 
such illegal strikes, are also not doing a service to the industry 
in particular and the Nation in general. 

There is no necessity to go into the merits of the issue 
because there is absolutely no reliable evidence to substantiate 
the contention of the workers. Mr. P. Balagangadhara Menon 
as a prudent lawyer has conceded the untenable nature of the 
contention of the workers and has submitted that he is not 
pressing the issues Nos. 1, 2, 5, 6 and 7. Regarding issue No. 
3, I don t think that there is any necessity to consider the ques 
tion at present and it is abundantly clear that the management 
has already implemented the Standardisation Committee recom 
mendation . 


Issue No. 4. Whether any sick leave and festival holidays 
should be allowed to the workers and if so , to what extent? 


Mr. Balagangadhara Menon would strongly urge that the 
holidays given to workers in the Vanaja Textiles, in the neigh 
bourhood should be given to the workers. It is admitted that 
over and above the holidays provided in the Factories Act the 
management has sanctioned six festival holidays with wages . 
They are : - Independence Day, Republic Day , Vishu , Onam , 
Christmas and Ramsan . Comparing the festival holidays given 
to the Mills at Coimbatore where the Standardisation Scheme 
is implemented it is seen that the workers in Asok Textiles get 
more festival holidays . Mr. Balagangadhara Menon would 
emphasise that Sivarathri is an important festival for Alwaye. 
While agreeing with him I would direct themanagement to take 
into consideration the request of the workers provided the total 
number of festival holidays does not exceed the present number 
Regarding sick leave I do not wish to interfere at present 
because in a concern where the Standardisation Scheme is being 
implemented , it is unsafe to interfere with a part of it so long 
as there is no grievances regarding the working of the scheme. 

Hence I am compelled to find all issues against the Union 
and find accordingly . Even though it is a fit case to award 
costs to the Management Mr. Pai on behalf of the Management 
does not press it and hence I order both sides will bear their 
costs . 

I pass this award as mentioned above. This award comes 
into effect from the date of publication according to Section 17 
of the Industrial Disputes Act.

The Government in their Order L2-25166 |54 |DD . dated 
28-12-1954 have referred certain disputes between the above 
parties to Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum and the same was 
registered as Industrial Dispute No. 81 of 1954. Summonses 
were issued and theCaltex Employees Union , Madras filed their 
written statement on 18-1-1955 on the date of first hearing. 
When the dispute stood posted for the reply statement of the 
Management on 14-2-1955 the District Manager of Messrs. 
Caltex (India ) Ltd. filed a statement stating that the parties 
have entered into an agreement and they would file a joint 
petition with the copy of the agreement. Hence it was adjour 
ned to 15-3-1955. It is really gratifying to note that 
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15-3-1955 a joint petition was filed with a copy of the agree . 
ment. The issue referred for adjudication is : 

Are the workmen employed in the Depots of Messrs. Caltex 

( India ) Ltd., at Quilon , Ernakulam and Cochin entitled 
to any bonus for the year 1952 over and above 1 12th 
of the basic wages already paid and if so , to what 

extent ? 
The joint petition is signed by the District Manager 
representing the management of Messrs. Caltex (India ) Ltd., 
Madras and the General Secretary representing the workmen . 
It is prayed that an award in terms of the agreement (a copy 
of which is appended) may be passed . The following is the 
copy of the agreement : 

This agreement made the Eighth day of February 1955 
between Caltex (India ) Ltd., Madras, (hereinafter called the 
company) and the Caltex Employees Union , Madras (here 
inafter called the Union ) witnesseth as follows: 

BONUS 
1. The Company will pay to its Clerical, Service & Labour 
Staff employed at Quilon Bulk Depot and Ernakulam Tranship 
ment Point in Travancore-Cochin State during the year 1952, 
bonus for that year equivalent to one-third of the

salary earned during the year. 

2. The Union hereby agrees that the workmen at the 
locations mentioned in Clause 1 above were the only employees 
of the Company in the Travancore - Cochin State in the year 
1952 and concerned in the dispute . 

3. Bonus will be calculated on the amount of basic wage! 
salary actually earned during the year and will exclude over 
time and other allowances. The amount of ex - gratia bonus 
already paid in respect of the year 1952 will be deducted from 
this payment. 

4. The bonus in accordance with the foregoing terms will 
be paid on the same terms and conditions as the ex -gratia 
bonus for the year 1952 . 

5. The Union agrees that the payment of bonus as afore 
said is in full and final settlement of all claims for bonus in 
respect of the year 1952. 

6. The Union hereby drops all the claims and demands con 
tained in its Claim Statement dated January 17 , 1955 filed 
before the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum , in 1. D. 81 of 1954 
on its file. 


7. The parties hereto agree that this agreement will be 
filed before the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum , in Industrial 
Dispute 81 of 1954 on its file with a joint application that an 
award may bemade in terms of this agreement in final disposal 
of all the proceedings now pending before it.

AWARD 
The Government in their Order L4-16407153 DD . dated 
11-12-1953 referred certain disputes between the above parties 
to the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam and this was registered 
as Adjudication No. 70 of 1953. On the abolition of Industrial 
Tribunal, Ernakulam the Government again referred the same 
dispute to the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum in their Order 
No. L7-8204154DD . dated 4-10-1954. 
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The Secretary of the Akhilakerala Thottam Thozhilali Union 
which will be mentioned as Union filed the written statement 
on 1-2-1954 and the Superintendent of Pazhuthadam Estate, 
Kanjirapalli filed the reply statement on 5-3-1954. The Union 
has examined 3 witnesses and filed Exs. A to E and the Superin 
tendent has examined three witnesses and filed Exs. I and II. 
The issue to be decided in the dispute is : 

Should an annual supply of cumbly be made to the workers 
or should any allowance in lieu thereof be paid to them ? If 
any allowance is to be paid , what should be the quantum of 
such allowance ? 

It is contended by the Union that cumbly is indispensable 
for workmen to keep themselves warm and to maintain their 
health . According to the Union the Management of the estate 
has to supply cumbly to each workmen or an allowance of 
Rs. 9 in lieu of supply on the grounds that there was a decision 
of A. P. T. (Association of Planters of Travancore) and the 
decision of the employees and management of estates around 
Mundakayam held on 22-2-1952 at the Mundakayam Club. It 
is also contended that the decision of the I. R. Committee for 
Plantations held on 16th & 17th of February 1953 in the office 
of the Labour Commissioner has to be implemented. Mr. 
Balagangadhara Menon on behalf of the Union would submit 
that even if there is no agreement, as stated above, the work 
men should be provided with cumbly or allowance if there is 
real necessity. The contentions are refuted by the Manage 
ment. 


I will consider the question whether the Management is 
bound to supply cumbly on the basis of agreement. The agree 
ments relied on by the Union are one entered on 22-2-1952. 
A copy of this agreement is marked as Ex. B. It is seen from 
Ex. B , that the management of Pazhuthadam Estate is not 
1 party to it and it is clear that Association of Planters of 
Travancore is not represented in the conference held on 
22-2-1952. Hence it cannot be said that this Ex. B agreement 
is binding on the management of Pazhuthadam Estate.

The next question is whether the management is bound . 
The management is bound to supply cumbly if the management 
was doing in the past or if there is any custom or if there is 
necessity. The management, admittedly supplied it only in the 
year 1952 and not before or after . The Superintendent of the 
Estate while examined as EW3 would swear that on the mis . 
understanding of the implication of Ex. B decision he had 
supplied for the year 1952. This seems to be true because 
of the circumstances that they have not done so in the past . 
With regard to the custom Mr. Menon himself would not argue 
that there was a custom in the estate so as to take legal 
recognition of it. Hence I don t think that supply of cumbly 
for one year would bring it in the customary dues . Regarding 
the question whether there is necessity in the rubber estate 
of Pazhuthadam Estate, both sides adduced evidence. WW3, 
the Labour Officer cannot swear whether there is necessity . 
WW2 is the Secretary of the Union who does not swear as to 
the absolute necessity of cumbly for the workers. WW1 is a 
worker who was working in the estate for the last 7 years. 
He says that to ward off cold cumbly is of absolute necessity . 
But what has he done with the cumbly allowance paid to him 
in the year 1952 by the Management? He says that with the 
amount given to him he has purchased an umbrella and not a 
cumbly . So it is clear that cumbly is not a necessity as far 
as he is concerned in that estate. Hence his deposition does 
not drive me to the conclusion that there is necessity for the 
use 

of a cumbly for the estate workers while working in the 
estate . 

The management has adduced evidence to show that in the 
Malabar Part, cumbly is not necessary for workers working in 
the rubber estates . Mr. Pai on behalf of the management rely 

which is a letter written by the Secretary of United 
Planters Association of Southern India on 27-12-1954.

Menon would submit that much reliance cannot be placed on 
Ex. II because it is written in reply to a communication from 
the Superintendent of the Pazhuthadam Estate on 18-12-1954. 
Neverthless this is a letter from an organisation of Planters 
of Southern India which is a responsible body and in the 
absence of any rebutting evidence I can t accept the argument 
of Mr. Menon . Further EW2 who is the Proprietor of a 
neighbouring estate swear that he is not giving cumbly or 
cumbly allowance to his workers. EW1 is the Superintendent 
of Kokkapalli Estate which is situated to the west of Pazhu 
thadam Estate. He also swears that he is not supplying 
cumbly to his worlmen . Not that I am completely relying 
on the deposition of EW1 and EW2 but that in the absence of 
reliable evidence to prove that cumbly is of absolute neces 
sity for workers to ward off cold in the Pazhuthadam Estate, 
I am inclined to hold that there is no necessity at present. 
Further this is an issue which has to be considered on industry 
wide basis and any decision on unit basis may not be quite 
conducive to mutual understanding between the parties.

Anyhow on the evidence before me I find the issue against 
the Union . I pass the award in terms specified above and 
this award comes into effect from the date of publication in 
the Gazette according to Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act.

Director of Panchayats concerned for 
approval and notification in the Gazette. "The Presidents are 
also informed that all the formalities contemplated under Rules 
186 and 187 should be strictly followed before the bye-laws are 
accepted and passed by the committees .

Model bye-law for the Control and Management of 

Slaughter Houses. 
1. No person shall, without the written permission of the 
Executive Authority or otherwise than in conformity with such 
written permission slaughter, cut up or skin or permit to be 
slaughtered cut up or skinned , any cattle , buffalo, sheep, goat 
or pig in any place within the Panchayat area other than a 
public or private slaughter house provided by the Panchayat . 
slaughtered in such places other than temples within the 
Panchayat area as he thinks fit on occasions of festivals and 
ceremonies or as a special measure. 

3. No person shall without a license from the Executive 
Authority or otherwise than in conformity with such license 
slaughter or permit to be slaughtered within the Panchayat 
area any cattle buffalo , goat or pig for purposes of sale to the 
public. 

4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to 
slaughter without a license and without the payment of any 
fee any animal for the purpose of a religious ceremony in a 
place other than a temple or its precincts . 

5. License fee for butchers shall be Re. 1 annually . 

6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep , 
goat, buffalo or pig in the Slaughter House without the pay . 
ment of an admission fee of annas eight (As. 8 ) per bullock , 
cow , or buffalo and annas four (As. 4 ) for a sheep, goat or 
pig: 

7. The Panchayat may farm out a public Slaughter House 
as a whole for a period not exceeding one year to the highest 
bidder subject to the following condition :

The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term and when let on the monthly payment system one 
month s rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest 
money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the 
Panchayat office before the 15th of that month , in default of 
which the contract and the original deposit shall be liable to 
be forfeited and the lessee shall be responsible for any loss which 
may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. All amounts due from the lessee shall be recoverable 
under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act.

13. License shall be granted on paymnet of the prescribed 
fee, shall specify the name of the holder and shall not be 
transferable . 

14. Every public or private Slaughter House shall be situated 
in open ground at a distance of not less than 300 feet from 
the nearest human habitation or well or other source of 
domestic water supply and 100 feet from any public road.

Model bye -law for the collection of license fees fixed under 

Section 80 of the Panchayat Act II of 1950 . 
1. No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for 
any one or more of the purposes mentioned in the table of 
license fees appended, without a license from the Executive 
Authority of the Panchayat or member or officer authorised by 
him . 


2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the 
Executive Authority or member or officer authorised by him in 
the prescribed printed form , which can be had at the Panchayat 
Office on payment of two annas each , along with the license fee 
prescribed for, as per the table of license fees annexed. 
3. Every licensee shall observe the following directions: 
i. He shall at the close of every working day cause the

posited upon any part of the place or premises to be 
collected and placed in a suitable receptacle to the satis

4. The licensee shall cause every part of the internal sur 
face of the walls of any building and every floor and pavement 
upon the said premises to be kept at all times in good order 
and repair so as to prevent the absorption therein of any liquid , 
filth or refuse or any noxious or injurious matter which may 
be splashed or may fable therein . 

5. The licensee shall cause every drain or means of drainage 
upon or in connection with the said premises to be maintained 
at all times in good order or repair.

Market"Bye - laws. 

PUBLICMARKETS. 
1. The market shall be open to all persons without distinction 
of caste or creed . 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunset on such 
days of the week as may benotified in the Gazette by the Director 
of Panchayats . 

3. The Panchayat may farm themarket as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to 
the following conditions: 

(a) The stalls shall be leased or let outby auction to the highest 
bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the Panchayat may from 
time to time resolve upon , by the Executive Authority or any one 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(c) Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit. 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term , and when let on themonthly payment system one month s 
rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest money and 
the rent for every month shallbe paid in the Panchayat Office before 
the 15th of thatmonth , in default of which the license and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the stalls, sites or standings 
shall be resold , and the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. The licensee shall also be liable to be evicted . All amounts 
due from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisions of the 
Revenue Recovery Act. 
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All articles brought into the market for sale in open space 
reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall be charged 
with an admission fee according to the rates prescribed in the 
schedule below.. 

The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at the 
entrance of themarket to the Officer appointed by the Executive 
Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the purpose 
and a receipt obtained from him . 

5. Any person found carrying on sale within the market premises 
without a license under bye-law 3 or receipt under bye-law 4 shall be 
summarily ejected . 

6. All articles brought into themarket shall be sold or exposed 
for sale in stalls, shops, standings or other places set apart by the 
Executive Authority from time to time for the purpose of selling 
such articles . 

1. Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye- laws and 
conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license suspended 
or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive Authority and to be 
evicted from the market under the direction of the Executive 
Authority or Officer authorised by him . 

8. Every tenant of a stall, shop or standing who shall employ 
another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop or standing 
on his behalf and as his agent shall register with the Executive Autho 
rity and from time to time keep so registered the name of every 
employee who may be for the timebeing deputed to act for him as 
aforesaid. 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside the market precincts or 
to such place as the Executive Authority may direct any hamper, 
box, barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed as in the 
opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct the public way or 
over crowd the stall or interfere with due ventilation . 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption shall be 
allowed to be exposed or sold in the market. The Executive ) 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayat may 
from time to time pass ,be at liberty to summarily remove or destroy 
all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall have no claim for 
compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article , the storing or sale of which shall not be done. 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the Government 
shall be brought into the market for sale without such license. 

12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into the 
market. 

13. No person shall assign or sub- let or otherwise part with 
possession of any stall or shop or standingto another. 


14. No person " resorting to the market shall spoil or make the 
place dirty or insanitary. 

15. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller or 
as a cooly shall always comply with all lawful directions of the Exe 
cutive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 

16. The Executive Authority or servants of Panchayat may 
cxpel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
begging or loitering or who misconducts himself or is a lunatic or 
who in any way infringes any of these bye-laws and may prevent 
such person from further carrying on any trade or business in the 
market or occupying any building, shop , stall or standing therein , 
if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor, or an agent or servant of any of 


these persons. 


11. Servants employed by the Panchayat in the Public market 
are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuity in money or otherwise . 

PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a private market shall be regulated by the 
area covered by the market as shown in the schedule annexed. 

19 . A license may be granted for the use of any private place as 
a market or shop for sale of animals, meator fish or as a market for 
sale of fruit or vegetables : 

(1) When the proposal to use the place for the said purpose 
having been notified to the public at least 3 days and all written ob 
jections thereto by persons resident within 50 yards of the site having 
been duly considered, the Panchayat approve of the proposal and the 
site ; 

(ii) When there is no privy, latrine, urinal, dust- bin burning 
ground or rubbish or nightsoil depot within 50 feet of the proposed 
site ; 

(iii) When there is no similar market within one mile of the 
proposed site; 

(iv) When previous approval is obtained for the proposal from 
the Director of Panchayats. 

A license may be granted for the use of a private place as a 
market or shop for meat or fish or as a market for the sale of fruit or 
vegetables only on the following conditions : 

(1) That the licensee keep on the premises such supply of 
water and such movable receptacles for refuse, and such buckets 
shovels, brooms and other implements for cleaning purposes and for 
use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time to time prescribe 
and that maintains the same always clean and in good repair ;

(ii ) That the license cause the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down and 
blood, rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises within 
two hours of the close of each day s business ; 

(iii) That the licensee of a market employ or keep on duty 
at such market for so long as it is open to the public so many peons as 
may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the license for the purpose of 
maintaining order and preventing nuisances or obstructions in the 
market or in the approaches thereto ; 

(iv) That the licensee of a market charge for the use of the 
market nothing more than the maximum fees fixed for a public 
market ; 

(v) That the licensee shall use the market for the sale of only 
such articles for which the license is granted and that no part of 
the market shall be used for any purpose other than that specified in 
the license ; 

(vi) That the licensee shall put up notice boards specifying 
the articles for the sale of which the various stalls or shops are set 
apart and used ; 

(vii) That the licensee shall at all reasonable hours give the 
Executive Authority or any employee deputed by him in this behalf 
free access to all parts of such shops and every facility for inspecting
